— The House met 
at 12 o’clock, M, yesterday, and after the 
members were sworn in, the following nomi- 
nations, previously agreed upon in the respec- 
tive caucuses of the two parties, were made, 
viz:

For Door-Keeper — Anderson Gray, of 
Grayson.

For Speaker — Thomas H. Clay, of Fayette. 

For Clerk — Theodore KoiiLHASs,of Clarke. 

For Assistant Clerk — Charles E. Nourse, 
of Nelson. 

For Sergeant at Arms — John .M. Todd, of 
Frankfort 

For Door-Keeper — John M. Gayle, of Frank- 
fort. 

The Democratic nominees were all elected 
upon the first ballot by a party vote. The 
Speaker, Hon. David Meriwether, is well 
known as a gentleman eminently qualified for 
the position he is called upon to fill. He has 
had years of legislative experience, and lias 
filled many of the most honorable positions 
under the Federal and State Governments. 
He has been time and again a member of our 
State Legislature, was a member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1819, Secretary of 
State under Gov. Powell’s administration. 
United States Senator in 1852, and Governor 
of New Mexico during President Pierce’s ad- 
ministration. 

Clinton McClarty was Clerk of the House at 
its last session, and adds experience to his oth- 
er qualifications. 

Col. Forde was a clerk in the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington during the Pierce 
administration, and has had good training to 
qualify him as Assistant Clerk of the House. 

Mr. Robb held the office of Sergeant at 
Arms at the last session, and gave general 
satisfaction. 

Mr Gery ought to know all about the du- 
ties of his |»st. For three successive terms, 
1853, 1855, and 1857, he represented his coun- 
ty upon the floor of the House, with credit 
to himself and his constituency', ami there can 
bo no question as to his making a faithful offi- 
cer in the same body. 

The Senate met and organised at the same 
hour with the House. The proceedings of 
that body regularly' made out will bo found in 
another column. The Democratic nominees 
have all been elected by a full party vote, as 
folio tvs: 

Speaker pro tern — Hon. Thomas F. Porter, 
of Woodford. 

Clerk — Ben. Selby, of Oldham. 

Asst. Clerk — J. H. Johnson, of Fayette. 

Sergcant-at-Arms — Morgan B. Chinn, of 
Frankfort. 

Door-Keeper — Thomas Pearce, of Henry. 

This is the first time in a number of years 
that the Democracy have Jiad the control of 
the Senate, and as a matter of course, the new- 
ly elected officers are mostly untried men, but 
we believe they will in the end prove them- 
selves fully competent and give general satis- 
faction in the discharge of their respective du- 
ties. The distinguished gentleman who has 
been elected to preside over the deliberations of 
the Senate in the absence of the Lieutenant 
Governor has had considerable legislative expe- 
rience having served in both branches of the 
General Assembly. He is the only Democrat 
who ever represented this District in the Senate, 
and his election in 1857 over Hon. A. K. Mar- 
shall will be remembered as one of the most 
brilliant and extraordinary victories that has 
marked the onward progress of Democracy in 



this State since the advent of Know Nothing- 
ism. With such talents, experience, and luck 
as lie possesses, wo think it in impossibility 
that he should fail to make one of the best 
presiding officers that the Senate of Kentucky 
has ever had, or at any rate the most popular 
one. As one of his constituents we congratu- 
late him upon his promotion. 



0^7” We were present at the caucus held 
by the Democratic members of the House of 
Representatives yesterday morning. The 
vote upon the first ballot for Speaker stood: 
For White, 25; for Meriwether, 21; for Mc- 
Elroy, 12. Upon the second ballot Meri- 
wether received 31 votes and W hitc 27 votes, 
Mr. McElroy', under the rule, having been 
dropped. The nomination of Mr. Meriweth- 
er was then declared unanimous. 

Of Mr. Meriwether we have spoken else- 
where. Dr. White, as is well known, was 
Speaker of the last House. He is a gentle- 
man of great personal popularity, of fine at- 
tainments, and if elected, would have made an 
admirable Speaker. It will be remembered 
that in the canvass succeeding the last session, 
he was greatly' abused, in common with other 
Democratic officials, by the Know-Nothing 
press and orators throughout the State; hut 
his course was endorsed by the overwhelming 
majority which the Democratic State ticket 
received in that canvass, and more recently by 
being returned to the Legislature by the vo- 
ters of his own county. Although he failed 
to obtain the nomination for Speaker at this 
session, yet the large and flattering vote he 
received shows the high esteem in which he 
is held by his Democratic friends, and is a 
further rebuke to the Opposition party who 
assailed him so mercilessly in the canvass of 
1858. 

Mr. McElroy is an old and experienced legis- 
lator, a lawyer by profession, a man of tal- 
ents, and well qualified to preside over a de- 
liberative body. His name had not been long 
used in connection with the office. The De- 
mocracy were fortunate in having so many of 
their number competent to fill the station 
worthily. There were others besides those 
we have mentioned who would have made 
excellent Speakers. We are gratified that 
the proceedings went off harmoniously, and 
that everything augurs well for the future. 

We were not present at the caucus held by 
the Democratic members of the Senate; but 
we learn that everything was conducted with 
■the utmost harmony. There was a fine ar- 
ray of names before the body for Speaker pro 
tem. Mr. Porter, as we have elsewhere sta- 
ted, received the nomination. Messrs. Grun- 
dy', Cisscll, and Glenn each received battering 
votes, and any one of them would have adorn- 
ed the chair of the Senate. On the last bal- 
lot the contest was between Messrs. Porter 
and Grundy. 

Commissioned. — A. Frank Brown, of Bour- 
bon, and Lige Arnold, of Owen, have been ap- 
pointed Aids to the Governor with the rank 
of Colonel.

— There are nine mem- 
bers of the next Congress whose seats are con- 
tested. Of 237 members elected, 115 were 
members of the last Congress. The member 
who has been consecutively elected for the long- 
est period of any one in Congress is W. E W. 
Cobb, of Alabama. There is only one Smith in 
Congress; four Davises; three Washburns, all 
brothers, and qnite a number of instances of the 
same name being held by two different members.

At a Democratic meeting held at the court- 
house in the town of Mt. Vernon, on the 28th 
Nov., 1859, 

On motion William W* Smith was called to 
the Chair, and James Eastham, Esq., appointed 
Secretary; after which the following resolutions 
were read and adopted: 

Resolved, Thai although we are weak in num- 
bers in the email county of Rockcastle we are 
strong in the Democratic faith, and will stand by 
the principles of Democracy, and will be able in 
spite of all Opposition and other political factions 
combined, to maintain the constitution of the 
United States and preserve the Union. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party is the 
only true national party that has the power or 
will iu view of their principles to preserve the 
Union. 

Resolved, That the combination of the odds and 
ends of all other political parties, factions, and 
fanaticisms into the form of an Opposition party, 
having no other end iu view but to put down the 
Democratic party, and thereby destroy and tram- 
ple the constitution under loot, and sever the 
Union, should be looked upon by all Union -loving 
men with contempt and disdain, and pointed at 
with the finger of scorn. 

Resolved, That the constitution and Union of 
the States must and shall be preserved. 

Resolved, That when the Territorial Legisla- 
tures fail to protect the right of property in the 
Territories, or pass laws unfriendly to the rights 
of a bona fide inhabitant of any Territory to 
hold as private property that which is regarded 
and held as such by the laws of the State from 
which such property was transported, it is the duty 
of Congress by legislation, or otherwise, to pro- 
tect such rights, or annul such laws. 

Resolved, That neither the Congress of the 
United States nor the Territorial Legislatures 
have the power to siv by legislation what shall, 
or what shall not be held as private property by 
a bona fide inhabitant of any of the Territories 
belonging to this Union, and that which is re- 
garded and held as private property by the laws 
of any Slate; a citizen migrating from such 
State to any Territory with his property, has a 
right to hold the same independent of any Terri- 
torial laws under the Constitution. 

Resolved , That no new State should be ad- 
mitted into the Union until it has a population 
sufficien» to entitle it to one Representative in Con- 
gress and shall apply for admittance with a con- 
stitution establishing a Republican form of gov- 
ernment not tolerating Morraaoism. 

Resolved , That the Mormons are a sect of dis- 
unionists, bound and leagued together for disunion 
and licentious purposes, and to rob and plunder 
for a support. 

Resolved , That we approve of the principles 
settled by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the I)red Scott case, and that we ap- 
prove and reaffirm the political doctrines as pro- 
mulgated in the Cincinnati platform of 1856. 

Resolved , That the lion. James Guthrie is 
our first choice for the next President of the Uni 
ted States, and we hereby recommend him to the 
favorable consideration of the Charleston Con- 
vention, and request the delegation from Ken- 
tucky to use their influence for him in the 
Charleston Convention. 

Resolved , That the Hon. J. C. Breckinridge is 
our first choice for United States Senator; and as 
the election takes place to fill that office by the 
members of the next Legislature of Ky. , our 
Representative and Senator is hereby requested 
to vote for him and use their influence for him. 

Resolved, That Judge Samuel Link and Col. 
C. A. Hoskins are our choice for delegates to 
tlie Charleston Convention. 

Resolved , That the following be appointed as 
delegates to the Frankfort Convention, to be 
held on the 9th of January next, to-wit: 

R. R. Hackney, Wm.W. Smith, James Eas- 
tham, Esq., J. Newcum, Esq., A Smith, John H. 
Colyer, John French, B. Chestnut, Ben. R. P. 
Langford, Isaac Whitehead, John Reynolds, M. 
P. Newcum, ami Dr. VV. A. Brown. 

Resolved , That the Frank fort Y eoman and Moun - 
tain Democrat be, and they are hereby, requested i 
to publish the proceedings of this meeting. 

And this meeting adjourned.

That we are in favor of the re-adop- 
tion of the Cincinnati platform by the Charleston 
Convention, with such other measures as the new 
issues may require.

Scott case as a true and correct exposition of the 
Constitution of the United States, doing justice 
to all and injury to none. 

Resolved, That we have unbounded confidence 
in the integrity, patriotism, and conservatism ot 
the Democratic party, and are willing to support 
the nominee of the Charleston Convention, 
whether from the North or South, believing that 
said convention will adopt only such resolutions 
and nominate such a man for President as will 
eminently conduce to the perpetuity of the gov- 
ernment. 

Resolved. That the warmest feelings of the 
South arc due the New York Democracy for the 
gallant fight they made in the last election against 
negro fanaticism. 

Resolved , That we fully indorse and approve 
the course pursued by Gov. Wise, of Virginia, 
and President Buchanan for the prompt manner 
in which they have disposed of the Harper’s Fer- 
ry rebellion and insurrection. 

Resolved , That all the Democrats of Knox, 
and those who arc willing to act with the Democ- 
racy in defeating the fanatical purposes of the 
Black Republican party, be, and are appointed 
delegates to the Frankfort Convention, to be held 
on the 9th of January next.

From Washington, 

Washington. Dec. 3. — Over ten members 
were present at the Republican conference held 
this afternoon.

From Charlestown. 

Charlestown, Va., Dec. 3. — Shortly after the 
execution of Brown, and whilst the body was be- 
ing taken to the depot, great excitement was oc- 
casioned in the town by the arrival of a horseman 
announcing that Wheatland, the late residence of 
George W. Turner, who was shot at Harper’s 
Ferry, was on fire, and that it was extending to 
the farm buildings of Wm. F. Turner, who was 
in town. He had left home at 10 o’clock. He 
said that several of the horses had died very 
suddenly, and also some sheep. It was supposed 
they had been poisoned, and it was intended to 
have their stomachs analyzed. The stock of Air. 
Cattleman and Mr. Meyers, of the same neigh- 
borhood, also died very mysteriously. The ex 
citement was very great, and Col. Davis had the 
Furquier Cavalry in readiness to go out and in- 
quire into the truth about the fire. 

Libel Case — Damages Recovered — We have 
already mentioned the pendency before the New 
York Court of Common Pleas of a suit of O. B. 
Judd vs. James Edmunds, of this city, Secreta- 
ry of the Bible Revision Association. The trial 
was ended Saturday. The plaintiff was former- 
ly one of the revisers of the Scriptures of the 
Bible Union, and complains that a libel on him 
and the well-known Dr. Maclav was published 
in the Louisville Courier respecting their con- 
nection with the Union and their cessation there- 
from. 

The Judge concluded an elaborate charge to 
the jury by saving that the parties to the suit, the 
plaintiff and defendant, if not exactly in the min- 
istry, are at least professors of the common 
faith, and they are engaged in a controversy like 
this; and I say this without reference to either of 
the parties, that it would be well for them to con- 
sider, when engaged in a work of this nature 
(the more faithful rendering of that text which 
contains the precepts of the religion which they 
profess and ought to practice), to have due con- 
sideration to the preachings in that text which 
point out the duty of toleration and charity with 
respect to others whenever they are to be judged. 
And it would be well that all such contestant?, 
especially those who come under the denominate n 
of professors of religion, would occasionally turn 
their eyes to the example of the great Founder 
of that religion, whose last act — whose last 
words, uttered when suffering under great torture 
and agony, were to offer up to his Father prayers 
for his persecutors. It would also be well for all 
those engaged in having a more faithful text pre- 
sented to mankind, to fully and faithfully under- 
stand what the Divine Word is, and that they 
should have before them not merely the precepts 
which they are engaged in translating, but also 
for them to practice them. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff, 

with $2,000 damages. — Lou. Dem.

O* It becomes our duty as a public journalist 
to publish this morning, one of the most dastard- 
ly att.-mpts to assassinate a human being, heard 
or read of by us for some time. The scene is 
located near Franklin, Simpson county, Ky. —

known in this community,) was going home last 
Friday evening late; when in a low bottom, he 
espied a couple of men sitting oft' the road a few 
yards from him Iinvuediately on seeing him, 
they both sprang to their feet, one with a gun in 
his hand, ami started m the direction of Hale. 
Wick ware who had the gun, ran up to H. with it 
cocked and presented it, and remarked, “God 
d — n you. I’ll finish you n jw.” Hale grabbed 
the gun and was dismounted in his effort to keep 
from being shot. Wickwarie then threw him on 
the ground and beat and cudgeled him unmerci- 
ly, and at last wishing to complete his fiendish 
task, remarked, “I’ll finish vom now,” and ran 
his hand iu his pocket as if to \ draw some weap- 
on. Hale then perceiving ths.t this was his last 
chance .made a desperate st niggle and disen- 
gaged himself from his assailant. Wickware’s 
comrade is a Yankee school master, who calls 
himself Wick ware. He stood by and witnessed 
the beating, never offering to interfere. They 
have both left for parts unknown. If that Yan- 
kee schoolmaster makes his appearance again in 
that ilk his carcass may serve fur blue birds to 
build their nests in. The other one will meet 
his reward. Hale is an exceedingly weak man, 
having been an invalid for two *years. Wick- 
ware will weigh 175 or 2 f IO pounds.

Execution ok Joim liroun— His Last 
Hours. 

Charlestown, A’ a Dec. 2, 1859. 

LAST INTERVIEW OF MR. AND MRS. BROWN. 

The following is a succinct and truthful ac- 
count of the concluding interview between Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown. An escort of cavalry accom- 
panied Mrs. Brown from Harpers Ferry, under 
command of Capt. Moore, of the Richmond 
Montgomery Guards. The carriage which con- 
veyed her was stopped at the outskirts of the 
town. 

On arriving at thejail, which was closely guard- 
ed, the carriage stopped, and Capt. Moore, who 
rode with Mrs. Brown, jumped from the vehicle, 
and tendering her his arm, escoited her into the 
jail. 

Capt. Brown was informed of his wife’s arrival, 
and requested that she might be allowed to enter 
his room as soon as possible. In a few minutes 
the jailer conducted her into his presence. The 
meeting was affecting, and at first neither party 
spoke. 

Brown embraced her, pressed her to his bosom, 
and exclaimed, “My wife!” No tears were 
shed, but a deep drawn sigh told too well of the 
intensity of the feeling which each was undergo- 
ing. 

After a few moments thus spent, the Captain 
drew a chair, and Mrs. Brown sat down. He then 
spoke to her of his condition, told her he was 
contented, and if it was not for parting with her 
and others whom he loved, he would have no re- 
gret in dying. Mrs. Brown entered fully into 
the feelings of her husband, and both were re- 
signed to the fate which awaited him. 

Capt. Brown referred to the disposition of his 
pr *peity and the welfare of his children, and af- 
ter spending an hour iu conversation, supper was 
brought in by the kind jailer, and the husband 
and wife sat down together to partake of their 
last meal. The Captain raised his hands, and 
asked God to bless the meal, and then with a 
cheerfulness which has no parallel, they com- 
menced their repast. From the time Mrs. B. ar- 
rived old Capt. B.’s spirits rose and he exhibited 
light- hear* edness, which surprised those who 
were around him. Mrs. Brown remained with 
her husband until half-past six o’clock, when she 
was informed that the interview must end. The 
Captain desired that his wife might remain with 
him during the night, but the orders from head- 
quarters were to the contrary, and accordingly 
they separated. AVhile the parting scene was 
one which showed much intensity of feeling, 
therewas no exhibition of passion, and after an 
embrcae, and kiss, and kind admonition from 
Brown, they parted forever. 

Mrs. Brown was conducted to her carriage, 
and under a similar escort, with Capt. Moore, who 
was kind and gentlemanly in his deportment, the 
carriage started for the Ferry. 

The substance of Brown’s interview with his 
wife was relative to a settlement of his monetary . 

I affairs and the disposition of his body. Previous ' 

I to her arrival he hud desired that his body should • 
be burned, and the ashes thereof urned, and iu 
| that condition removed. He also expressed a dc- 
i sire that the bodies of his two sons who were ki 11- 
| ednt Harper’s Ferry should be disinterred, and 
* after undergoing a similar process, be placed in 
the same urn with his own, and taken Nurth. 

This would have been impossible, as ihe physi- 
cians of Winchester had secured their bodies and 
dissected them. 

Gov. YV'ise had given an order to the effect that 
if any person called for the body of Brown, who 
was entitled to it, that the sheriff should hand , 
the same over, and Mrs. Brown was assured by 1 
the authorities that the body would be sent to 
her address at Harper’s Ferry. Brown spent 
some two or three hours last night, writing and j 
reading, and then retired to rest. He slept sound- 
ly, and rose about six o’clock, cheerful and appa- 
rently unconcerned about the fate that awaited 
him. About half past seven o’clock, after par- 
taking of his breakfast, jailer Capt. Avis, who 
had been very kind to Brown, and who had en- 1 
deared .himself thereby, informed him that he 
could visit. Cooke, Coppic, and the other prison- 
ers, if he desired. Accordingly, lie wag conduct- 
ed to the room of Cooke first. 

INTERVIEW BETWEEN BROWN AND HIS FELLOW PRIS- 
ONERS. 

On entering, a kindly recognition took place, 
when Capt. Brown said, addressing Cooke: “I 
ain sorry you have not confined yourself to truth 
in your statement called your confession I nev- 
er sent you to Harper’s Ferry as a spy, and your 
| statement to that effect is false.” 

Cooke — “You certainly did.” 

Capt. Brown (ill a cotnmauding tone) — “I did 
not, sir; you have, bv your course, held yourself 
up as an object of contempt, and deservedly so.” 

At this remark, Cooke’s head fell, and he made 
no reply. Biown was next conducted to Stevens’ 
room. The meeting between them was cordial. 
Brown remarked that lie wa» about to die; Ste- 
vens said, “I feel assured that you will go to a 
j better world than this.” Cant. Brown said, 
“Conduct yourself like a man. I know you will 
! do so without mv advising.” They again shook 
hands and parted. He then repaired to the room 
of Coppic, where a conversation almost similar 
took place. Thence he went to the rooms of the 
, negroes, whom he said he expected to die like 
nu n, and as became their condition and position. 
The negroes gave him the assurance that they 
would die fearlessly, as they were fully assured 
j that their action was just and proper. Brown 
then returned to his room and continued writing 
for some time. 

THE EXECUTION. 

As the hour approached for his execution, med- 
ical faculty in attendance, the sheriff of the 
county and the officers of the jail, visited his 
room ami conversed with him Brown was cheer- ■ 
ful and talked as though the hour which was ap- ! 
pointed for his death was indifferent, and far in i 
the future. Nothing of any material interest oc- 
curred in these interviews. 

At nine o’clock, agreeably to the general order, 
two military companies commenced assuming 
their positions. One company was stationed in 
front of the jail; another directly opposite the 
market house, and yet another in front of the ! 
court house, which was only a few yards to the 
north of the prison Two pieces of brass cannon ! 
were placed near thejail wall, on the road lead- 
ing to the scaffold. 

The place of execution was not more than half 
a mile from thejail. It was erected on an emi- 
nence, in the center of a twenty acre field. The 
grounds were laid off, and small white flags were 
stuck in the ground, beyond which no citizen was 
allowed to pass. 

At the gate a military company was stationed, 
who refused to admit any person unless accompa- 
nied by a military escort The representatives 
of the press, after much trouble, were escorted 
into the field, and assigned a position within one 
hundred yards of the scaffold. 

At this time the military had assumed their po- 
sitions on the field, and in the woods to the north 
of the field of execution. The cavalry were seen 
scouting in every direction, while mounted men 
were stationed all along the fences of the field of j 
execution, and could be seen riding to the south i 
and east, apparently anxiously looking for the an- 
ticipated rescue. 

The Richmond Company F. were assigned a i 
position to the south of the scaffold, and within 
fifty yards of it, while the Cadets from the Vir- 1 
ginia Military Institute were stationed in front, 
and within about the same distance. A company ; 
of cavalry were riding around the field, and two 1 
or three companies of infantry were stationed 
within twenty yards of the fences, as pickets. 

Field officers, staff officers, and officers of the 
day, and officers not of the day, together with ' 
Aids to the Governor, were dashing along on ; 
spirited horses, riding to and fro, apparently 
giving exhibitions of excellent horsemanship, anil 
rivaling each other in this accomplishment. 

Thus matters stood at half past 10 o’clock, 
when Gen Taliaferro, with his stiff, consisting 
of thirtv-seven men, in various uniforms, and all 
mounted on spirited chargers, entered the field, 
and proceeded with all military decorum to a |K>- 
sition in front of the gallows, and in rear of the 
Cadets from the Military Institute. 

The departure of the commanding officer from 
the town was the signal for the bringing out of 
the prisoner. A furniture wagon was driven in 
front of thejail, and the military formed around 
it. Brown was then escorted from his room. 

He was dressed in a black suit much worn, the 
same he had on when lie made the attack on the 
ferry. He wore a slouch hat, shoes, and red col- | 
ored stockings. His arms had been pinioned, and 
he marched out with a firm step and upright head. 



He was assisted into the wagon, and took a seaton i 
his coffin 

The train then proceeded to the scene of exe 
cution. The military escort was large and im- I 
posing. There was no music, and nothiugwas to be 
heard save the slow-measured tread of the mill - ! 
tary, and the rumbling of the wheels of the wagon I 
which was conveying Brown to his death. 

Following the military were about two hundred 
citizens. The gate was entered, and the com- ! 
mand brought to a halt. In a few minutes it 
again started, and proceeded to the gallows. The 
wagon was stopped a few yards from the steps . 
which led to the platform, and Brown was assist- 
ed out, and immediately started for the scaffold j 
Du one side was the sheriff, on the other one of 
hi? deputies. 

Brown ascended the steps with a cheerful look, 1 
a firm, unshaken step, and an unblanclied eve j 
Not an exhibition of fear was given. There was 1 
no evidence of a consciousness of the terrible 
tragic scene wii c h was about to take place, and i 
in which he was t-i be the actor. As soon as he I 
reached the platfoiru the military which accom- I 
panied him filed to the right and left, and took | 
the positions which had Seen previously assigned I 
them. Brown looked at v> e crowd, tuen glanced | 
at the scaffold. The deputy sheriff extended his i 
hand and took that ofBrowa.and shaking it, i 
bade him farewell. 

No ministers were present, owin* to the fact I 

that Brown had refused their offices. The Slier- 1 
iff approached him; shook his hand, anftbade him j 
good-bye. Brown stepped forward, when the ; 
Deputy Sheriff tied his legs, while the Sheriff j 
drew the white cap over his head, and placed xhe ! 
fatal rope about his neck. As soon as this wa; 
done, Brown remarked to the Sheriff, “you will 
hive to guide me from this out.” The Sheriff' ' 
asked “Captain Brown, have you anything to I 
say?” To which he replied, “Nothing.” 

Sheriff — “AVill you take a handkerchief, and 
use it as a signal, letting it fall when you are 
ready?” 

Capt. Brown — “No, sir, I am always ready. 
Do not keep me unnecessarily long.” 

The sheriff then stepped aside while the doom- 
ed man engaged in prayer. In a few minutes he 
stepped softly from the scaffold, and, on leaving ] 
it the Deputy Sheriff sprung the trap, and John | 
Brown was suspended between the heavens and i 
the earth. 

Not a sound was heard except the creeking of 
the timbers of the scaffold and the whipping sound ; 
of the wind, as it played with the naked branches 
of the trees. 

Alter he had hung for twenty minutes, Drs. Gi- 
rard, D. E. Mason, John A. Straith, John Starry 
and II. P. Cooke, ascended the platform, and al- 
ter feeling his pulse, holding their ears to his j 
chest, pronounced him dead. Ten physicians, j 
attached to the different millitary corps, then j 
visited him, each one of them felt his pulse, and 
pronounced him dead. Thus ended this tragic | 
scene, which commenced in violence and murder, i 
and closed in shame and death. 

incidents. 

On the road to the scaffold, Brown remarked 
to the undertaker, who was in the wagon with 
him, on observing the millitary iu the field: 
“They have excluded all citizens.” “Yes, sir,” i 
was the reply. Capt. Brown said: “Gentlemen, 1 
you are very calm and collected — much more so 
than 1 am; yet your condition is much more crit- 
ical. I am cool,” said he; “I have suffered 
much more from modesty in my life time than I 
have from fear. For thirty years I have been ! 
educated to look upon fear as a myth, and now j 
I do not know what it is.” After riding some I 
distance further, and being beyond the limits of | 
the town, he said, addressing the same gentle- 1 
man: “What a beautiful country you have; I had 
no idea of its beauties and the excellence of its j 
soil. This is the first time I have had the pleas- ; 
ure of seeing it.” No other conversation took j 
place and he quietly proceeded to his death. 

After the body of Brown bad hung for thirty- I 
eight minutes, it was cut down and placed in the | 
coffin. The rope with which he was hung was 
taken in charge by an officer, and afterwards cut | 
up into pieces and distributed to those who were 
anxious to have it. Parlies cut the timber of the 
gallows, and carried away the pieces, while others | 
secured a lock of his hair. AVhen the body was i 
placed in the ooffiu it was conveyed to town and j 
placed in thejail. Many persons desired to visit j 
the jail for the purpose of seeing it, but their cu- i 
riosity was not gratified. A special train of cars 
were ordered from the Ferry, and at half past 
six o’clock, under a strong military escort, the 
coffin was removed from jail and taken to the car?, 
where it was placed in a special one, and an escort 
getting in, the train proceeded to the Ferry, where 
it arrived at. half-past seven o’clock. 

Nut more than two hundred citizens witnessed 
the execution. Many more would have been j 
present, but the officer of the day, in placing 
sentinels on the avenues leading to the town, 
had selected men from the military corps from a 
distance, and they, not being able to recognize | 
citizens of the county, they were excluded from 
town lest they might be rescuers.

The last accounts report him somewhat 
belter, but far from out of danger.
